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SELBY  ABBEY  CELEBRATIONS,  1969. 


To  commemorate  the  ninth  centenary  of  the  foundation  of  the  Abbey  by  Benedict 
in  1069,  a  festival  committee  was  set  up  and  a  programme  of  events  arranged. 
H.M.  The  Queen  also  agreed  to  attend  the  Distribution  of  the  Royal  Maundy  on 
3rd  April.  In  addition  to  these  events,  three  souvenirs  were  produced:  a  com¬ 
memorative  booklet,  a  limited  edition  of  Selby  Abbey  plate  made  by  the  Spode 
China  Company,  and  a  limited  number  of  medals,  200  in  22  ct.  gold  and  1969  in  .958 
Britannia  Silver. 


We  are  now  able  to  offer  a  limited  number  of  these  medals  at  the  original  issue 
price:  gold  (Export  only)  £78  15s;  silver  £8  8s  each  in  the  red  leatherette  case

born  in  Selby.  The  inscription  reads  william  first  royal  patron  1070.  visit  of 
Elizabeth  ii  3rd  April  1969.  The  reverse  depicts  the  great  chancel  cross  of  Selby 
Abbey.

NEW  COMPENSATION  RULING 
FOR  COINS  SENT  BY  REGISTERED  POST. 

Numismatists  and  coin  collectors  will  be  interested  to  know  that  the  Post  Office 
authorities  have  amended  their  ruling  on  compensation  paid  for  coins  sent  by 
registered  post.  They  state  that  the  £ 5  maximum  compensation  is  retained  for  coins 
intended  to  be  used  as  money  at  face  value,  but  the  normal  compensation  limits 
(£100-/^400  according  to  the  fee  paid)  now  apply  to  coins  with  numismatic  value. 
Existing  conditions  governing  the  payment  of  compensation  such  as  the  requirement 
that  coin  must  be  enclosed  in  one  of  the  registered  envelopes  sold  by  the  Post  Office, 
packed  in  such  a  way  that  it  cannot  move  about,  remain  unaltered. 


NOTES  ON  HAMMERED  HALFPENCE  AND 

FARTHINGS.

In  the  last  article  of  this  series  (December  1969,  Bulletin ,  p.  380)  we  illustrated 
halfpence  which  seem  to  be  mules  in  each  direction  between  types  of  Plenry  V  and 
Henry  VI.  Some  of  these  coins  have  insufficient  features  accurately  to  ascribe  them 
to  either  monarch. 

The  Annulet  Series ,  1422-25.  (Halfpence  of  London,  Calais  and  York:  Farthings  of 
London  and  Calais) 

The  annulet  marked  coins  include  those  struck  at  the  reopened  Calais  mint  and 
are  the  first  silver  coins  from  there  since  the  ‘Treaty  B’  issue  of  Edward  III. 

The  London  halfpence  have  no  special  marks  on  their  obverse  (Fig.  1).  The  initial 
mark  is  either  a  pierced  cross  (Fig.  2),  or  a  plain  cross  (Fig.  3)*.  Stops  are  single  or 
double  saltires.  The  reverse  is  distinguished  by  annulets  within  the  sets  of  3  pellets 
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in  each  of  two  opposed  quarters.  The  obverse  reads  ‘henric  rex  angl’  and  stops  are 
single  or  double  saltires. 

The  London  farthings  have  no  special  marks  (Fig.  4;  B.M.).  The  initial 
cross  is  given  by  Whitton  ( British  Num.  Journal ,  VoL  23)  as  a  cross  botony  (or 
pommee),  however,  the  specimens  in  the  Lockett  sale  Nos.  1451  and  1456  do  not 
follow7  this  criterion.  No.  1451  is  notably  larger  than  the  farthing  attributed  to  Henry 
V,  so  its  attribution  is  questionable. 

The  Calais  halfpence  have  annulets  beside  the  king’s  neck  as  well  as  on  their 
reverse.  The  reverse  reads  ‘villa  calis’  (Fig.  5). 

The  Calais  farthings  (two  seem  to  be  known)  have  annulets  by  the  king’s  neck 
and  a  cross  botony  as  initial  mark  (Lockett  No.  1491)  (Fig.  6). 

The  York  halfpence  from  the  ephemeral  operation  of  that  mint  (post- 1423)  are 
represented  probably  by  two  coins.  These  are  illustrated  as  Lockett  No.  1516  and  in 
Brooke’s  English  Coins ,  Plate  33,  No.  5.  They  are  distinguished  by  having  a  lys  each 
side  of  the  king’s  neck  and  the  reading  ‘civitas  eboraci’  on  the  reverse.  (Fig.  7). 

The  Rosette-Mascle  Series,  1425-28.  (Halfpence  of  London  and  Calais,  perhaps 
farthings  also) 

This  series  is  named  from  the  use  of  rosettes  and  mascles  (a  diamond-shaped 
mark)  as  stops  but  early  coins  of  the  issue  are  not  so  marked. 

The  London  halfpence  have  at  first  a  plain  cross  with  bifurcated  ends  (Fig.  8)  but 
later  the  cross  is  fleury  (Figs.  9  and  10).  The  letter  L  has  a  sinuous  base.  Since  some 
coins  lack  the  distinctive  marks  they  can  only  be  distinguished  from  supposed  Henry 
VI/Henry  V  mules  by  the  larger  size  lettering  and  distinctive  inner  circle  of  the  latter 
dies.  Even  a  late  example  having  the  cross  fleury  has  only  double  saltire  stops.  In 
Walters  sale  1932,  Lot  287,  there  w^as  a  farthing  attributed  to  the  issue  and  said  to 
have  a  rosette  over  the  n  of  London.  Another  possible  candidate  has  a  rosette  after 
the  angl  on  the  obverse. 

The  Calais  halfpence  appear  all  to  bear  at  least  one  of  the  characteristic  marks  of 
the  issue  (Fig.  11).  The  king’s  name  can  be  rendered  as  henic.  The  initial  cross  may 
be  plain  or  fleury. 

A  Calais  farthing  with  cross  botony  as  initial  mark  and  rosette  and  mascle  in  the 
legend  has  been  described  by  Whitton. 

The  British  Museum  specimen  (Fig.  12)  appears  to  have  a  cross  pommee  mint- 
mark. 

The  Tinecone- Mascle  Series,  1428-33.  (Halfpence  and  farthings  of  London  and 
Calais). 

There  are  examples  of  this  series  muled  with  the  preceding  issue.  The  initial 
mark  is  a  cross  fleury  and  various  combinations  of  the  characteristic  marks,  pine- 
cones  and  mascles  are  used  as  stops  (Figs.  13  and  14). 

The  London  and  Calais  farthings  have  a  cross  pommee  as  initial  mark  (Fig.  15). 
The  Leaf- Mascle  Series,  1430-34.  (Halfpence  and  farthings  of  London,  halfpence  of 
Calais). 

A  leaf  is  the  distinguishing  feature  of  these  coins  and  is  placed  on  the  king’s 
breast  (Fig.  16).  The  initial  mark  reverts  to  the  plain  cross  which  is  an  important 
way  to  differentiate  poor  specimens  from  the  preceding  pinecone  marked  coins.  The 
stops  are  combinations  of  saltires  and  mascles  and  a  leaf  is  sometimes  placed  in  one 
quarter  of  the  reverse  close  under  one  of  the  letters.  It  was  in  1435  that  the  Duke  of 
Burgundy  changed  his  alliance  from  England  to  France.  This  meant  that  the  wool 
trade  through  the  Staple  at  Calais  was  curtailed  and  the  requirement  for  a  coinage 
there  ceased.  After  this  date  there  were  few  coins  struck  at  Calais.

The  Leaf -Trefoil  Series ,  1435-38.  (Halfpence  and  farthings  of  London,  piedfort 
halfpenny  of  Calais). 

The  coins  of  this  issue  have  a  plain  cross  as  initial  mark  and  some  have  a  trefoil 
in  the  legend,  there  is  again  a  leaf  on  the  king’s  breast.  Saltire  stops  are  used  (Fig.  17). 
On  many  examples  the  tail  of  the  letter  N  is  broken.  There  are  no  special  marks  on  the 
London  reverses  but  sometimes  the  spelling  sivitas  is  used.  On  the  Calais  reverse, 
known  from  the  piedfort,  there  is  a  trefoil  after  ‘villa’.  It  is  doubtful  if  any  coins 
were  struck  from  the  dies  tested  on  the  piedfort. 


The  Trefoil  Series ,  1438-43.  (Halfpence  of  London)  (Fig.  18). 

This  issue  is  distinguished  by  the  trefoils  by  the  king’s  neck.  The  trefoils  may  also 
be  found  in  the  legend.  On  the  reverse  two  additional  small  pellets  may  be  found  on 
the  inner  circle  in  two  opposed  quarters.  The  initial  cross  is  usually  plain  but  Whitton 
gives  to  this  issue  a  type  having  the  cross  fleury  and  reading  ‘henic’  because  it,  too, 
has  trefoils  by  the  neck.

The  Leaf-Pellet  Series ,  1445-53.  (Halfpence  and  farthings  of  London). 

The  halfpence  of  this  issue  are  comparatively  common.  The  Class  A  (Fig.  19)  has 
a  cross  fleury  as  initial  mark,  there  are  pellets  by  the  crown  and  a  leaf  on  the  king’s  breast. 
Single  saltire  stops  are  used.  On  the  reverse  two  additional  small  pellets  are  placed  on 
the  inner  circle.  The  coins  of  Class  B  differ  only  in  having  a  plain  cross  as  initial 
unark  (Fig.  20).  The  known  farthings  correspond  to  Class  B  (Fig.  21). 

lhe  Cross-Pellet  Series ,  1454-60.  (Halfpence  and  farthings  of  London). 

The  halfpence  of  Class  A  have  a  cross  fleury  as  initial  mark.  They  are  distin¬ 
guished  by  having  a  saltire  cross  at  each  side  of  the  neck  and  pellets  by  the  crown.  As 
on  the  two  previous  series  there  can  be  extra  pellets  on  the  inner  circle  of  the  reverse 
but  this  is  not  invariable.  Varieties  with  the  reading  hENxRic  exist. 

The  halfpence  of  Class  B  (Fig.  22)  and  the  farthings  have  the  plain  cross  as  initial 
mark  and  the  saltire  cross  on  the  king’s  neck.  Some  varieties  have  a  mullet  after 
hENRIC. 

No  fractions  of  the  unmarked  or  the  lys-pellet  series  seem  to  be  recorded.  The 
fractions  issued  during  the  restoration  will  be  described  after  those  of  the  first  reign 
of  Edward  IV.

On  some  of  the  earlier  coins  the  ends  of  the  cross  are  almost  flat,  later  they  appear  indented 
or  bifurcated. 
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THE  “LIMA”  COINAGE  OF  GEORGE  II. 

By  Harry  Apling. 

The  reign  of  George  II  was  the  last  during  which  provenance  marks  were  placed 
on  the  coinage  to  denote  the  origin  of  the  bullion  used.  On  some  of  his  silver  roses 
and/or  plumes  indicated  home  produced  or  imported  silver;  on  some  gold  coins 
E.I.C.  on  the  obverse  denoted  gold  supplied  by  the  East  India  Company;  and  on 
both  gold  and  silver  in  1745  and  1746  the  word  lima  was  placed  below  the  King’s 
bust. 

In  a  recent  article  (Coins  and  Medals ,  October  1969,  p.  770)  “The  coinage  of 
George  II”,  Roderick  Farey  says: 

“. .  .  and  lima  below  the  bust  on  silver  and  gold  coins  indicating  that  the  bullion  used 
had  been  captured  by  British  ships  from  foreign  vessels  carrying  South  American 
treasure,  some  of  which  may  have  come  from  Peru  (capital  Lima).” 

Many  collectors  would,  no  doubt,  say,  “What  about  Admiral  Anson?”  Thej 
point  of  this  article  is  to  quote  evidence,  some  of  it  actually  contemporary,  that  the^ 
lima  coinage  was  not,  in  fact,  made  from  the  treasure  Anson  brought  back  from  his 
voyage  round  the  world,  from  1740  to  1744,  as  has  long  been  believed,  but  from 
bullion  obtained  from  another  source. 

First  of  all,  though,  some  typical  statements  regarding  Anson  and  his  voyage, 
statements  that  I  propose  to  query. 

The  Story  of  the  English  Coinage.  Peter  Seaby.  1952,  p.  88. 

“In  1744  Admiral  Anson  ...  his  attack  on  Paita,  the  port  of  Lima  in  Peru  ...”(?) 

“.  .  .  lima  .  .  .  provenance  mark  in  honour  of  Anson's  exploits .”  (  ?) 

Coins ,  Medals  &  Currency.  May  29th,  1967,  p.  3. 

“The  Lima  halfcrown”  by  John  Matthews: 

“.  .  .  Anson  succeeded  in  sacking  the  Spanish  town  of  Lima  in  Peru.”  (?) 

The  English  Silver  Coinage  from  1649.  Seaby  and  Rayner.  1968,  p.  20. 

“lima  under  the  bust — Spanish  treasure  captured  during  Admiral  Anson's  voyage 
round  the  world ,  1739-43.”  ( ?) 

Anson  did  not,  in  fact,  land  at  Lima ;  he  kept  well  out  of  sight  of  this  part  of  the 
coast,  not  wanting  his  presence  to  become  known.  But  his  men  did  go  ashore  at  Paita, 
some  600  miles  further  north  and  plundered  that  place.  Paita,  then,  is  hardly  the 
port  of  Lima.  Details  of  his  voyage  are  given  in  Anson's  Voyage  Round  the  World , 
edited  by  S.  W.  C.  Pack  from  the  account  of  Anson’s  chaplain  based  on  Anson’s  own 
private  papers.  It  is  irrelevant  to  the  matter  under  consideration  at  the  moment,  buys 
on  pages  123-4  an  amusing  description  is  given  of  the  sailors’  behaviour  at  Paita^ 
after  capturing  the  Fort  and  Custom  House.  The  inhabitants  had  fled,  so  the  sailors 
purloined  not  only  the  men’s  clothes  found  in  the  houses,  but  also  the  women’s 
clothing  and  finery,  in  which  they  straight  away  decked  themselves  out,  much  to  the 
astonishment  of  their  leader  ashore,  Lieut.  Brett.  This  is  hardly  an  episode  to  boast 
about  on  the  coinage! 

All  this,  however,  is  just  to  correct  statements  often  made  about  this  part  of 
Anson’s  voyage.  We  must  remember  that  Britain  had  declared  war  on  Spain  owing 
to  the  molesting  of  British  shipping  in  the  West  Indies  by  the  Spanish  guard-ships. 
Anson’s  expedition  was  the  second  one  sent  out  to  harass  the  Spaniards  in  the  New 
World.  The  first  was  under  Admiral  Vernon,  who  went  to  the  West  Indies  in  1739 
and  whose  exploits  were  commemorated  in  the  series  of  pinchbeck  Vernon  Medals. 

The  earliest  reference  I  can  find  connecting  the  lima  coinage  with  Admiral 
Anson  occurs  in  Thomas  Snelling’s  View  of  the  Silver  Coin  &  Coinage  of  England , 
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published  in  1762.  He  says  regarding  the  lima  coins  (p.  49): 

.  .  those  coined  from  the  Lima  silver  brought  home  by  Lord  Anson,  have  that 
word  under  the  King’s  head.” 

In  his  Crown  Pieces  of  Great  Britain  &c.  (1962),  Howard  Linecar  says: 

p.  42.  “It  is  also  said  that  the  word  lima  only  commemorates  the  capture  of  the 
bullion  which  was  not  itself  actually  used  for  the  coins  so  marked.” 

In  reviews  of  A  Pictorial  History  of  the  English  Crown ,  by  G.  H.  Porter,  Mr. 
Linecar  said,  in  1968: 

“.  .  .  but  the  author  has  fallen  into  at  least  one  trap  that  has  now  been  sprung,  the 
long  accepted  but  incorrect  version  of  the  origin  of  the  word  lima  on  the  George  II 
coinage.” 

But  he  didn’t  divulge  the  new  version ! 

There  is  a  medal  by  John  Kirk,  dated  1745,  which  is  featured  in  the  British 
Museum’s  Medallic  Illustrations  of  the  History  of  Great  Britain  &  Ireland ,  1911 
Plates,  PI.  CLXV,  No.  7,  which  relates  to  the  following  episode. 

On  the  10th  July,  1745,  Capt.  James  Talbot  in  the  Prince  Frederick  and  Capt. 
John  Morecock  in  the  Duke  (two  of  the  London-owned  “Royal  Family”  group  of 
British  privateers)  were  cruising  in  the  North  Atlantic  when  they  captured  two 
French  armed  treasure  ships,  the  Marquis  d’Antin  and  the  Lewis  Erasmus ,  returning 
with  South  American  treasure  amounting  to  £800,000.  A  third  vessel,  the  Notre 
Dame  de  Liberance  escaped.  This  treasure,  when  landed  on  the  1st  and  2nd  October, 
was  conveyed  to  the  Tower  of  London  in  45  wagons.  The  medal  shows  on  one  side 
the  ships  fighting — each  being  denoted  by  initials — and  on  the  other  side  busts  of 
the  two  Captains,  below  which  is  pictured  one  of  the  wagons  drawn  by  six  horses. 

According  to  a  letter  from  Capt.  Talbot,  dated  at  Kinsale,  July  31,  and  published 
in  the  Gentleman's  Magazine  for  August,  1745  (see  Appendix  I),  the  ships  had  come 
from  Callao  in  Peru.  Callao  is  the  port  of  Lima,  which  is  seven  miles  inland  up  the 
River  Rimac.  Their  cargo  consisted  of  800  tons  of  cocoa,  together  with  gold  and  silver 
valued  at  three  million  dollars. 

After  discharging  the  cocoa  at  Kinsale,  the  two  privateers,  with  the  treasure  taken 
out  of  their  prizes,  called  at  Bristol  on  8th  September. 

On  the  1st  and  2nd  October,  the  treasure  was  unloaded  and  taken  to  the  Tower 
of  London  in  45  wagon  loads. 

On  the  16th  October,  the  proprietors  of  the  privateers  offered  the  King  their 
share  of  the  prizes,  amounting  to  £700,000  to  be  employed  for  His  Majesty’s  service. 
^This  was  accepted,  the  money  to  be  repaid  by  Parliament. 

At  that  time  the  Warden  of  the  Royal  Mint  was  Sir  Andrew  Fountaine,  of  Narford 
Hall,  near  S  waff  ham  in  Norfolk;  the  Mint  Master  was  William  Chetwynd  and  the 
Clerk  to  the  Comptroller  was  Anthony  Pollet. 

In  Annals  of  the  Coinage  (3rd  Edn.  1840)  the  Rev.  Rogers  Ruding  in  a  footnote 
(Vol.  II,  p.  343)  says  regarding  the  Lima  coins: 

“Mr.  Pollet  says  that  a  great  part  of  the  silver  with  lima  under  the  head  was  coined 
out  of  that  taken  by  the  Prince  Frederick  and  Duke  privateers.” 

The  reference  given  for  this  is  a  MS.  note  by  Snelling  in  his  View  of  the  Silver 
Coinage. 

In  1966  Mr.  Linecar  rediscovered  confirmation  of  this  in  record  books  at  the 
Royal  Mint.  An  Order  of  the  Master  of  the  Mint,  Wm.  Chetwynd,  addressed  to 
“Mr.  Tanner  Chiefe  Engraver  and  the  Several  other  Engravers  of  his  Majesty’s 
Mint  for  the  time  being”  was  as  follows:

THE  “LIMA”  COINAGE  OF  GEORGE  II 


“Application  having  been  made  by  the  Bank  That  the  word  Lima  may  be  placed 
under  the  head  of  the  King  upon  the  Silver  which  was  taken  by  the  Duke  and  Prince 
ffredrick  Privateers  and  shall  be  sent  to  be  coined. — These  are  to  authorize  and  direct 
you  to  putt  upon  the  Dyes  to  be  prepared  by  you  for  the  coining  of  the  said  Silver, 
the  Word  Lima  under  his  Majesty’s  head  for  which  this  shall  be  your  Sufficient 
Warrant. 

Mint  Office.  11th  Decembr.  1745. 

W.  Chetwynd.” 

The  gold  taken  was  also  the  subject  of  a  similar  application  and  the  same  in¬ 
structions  were  given  the  same  day  in  respect  of  this,  (Spink's  Numismatic  Circular , 
September  1966,  p.  209).  This  Order  is  Crown  Copyright  and  is  reproduced  here  by 
kind  permission  of  the  Controller  of  Her  Majesty's  Stationery  Office. 

When  considering  the  date  of  this  Order,  11th  December,  1745,  we  must  re¬ 
member  that  it  belongs  to  the  Old  Style  Calendar,  with  the  official  civil  or  legal  year^j 
ending  24th  March,  not  to  the  historical  year,  also  in  use,  but  beginning  1st  January.® 
Thus,  1745  dies  would  have  been  produced  for  the  next  three  months  and  perhaps, 
might  have  been  used  for  a  while  after  25th  March,  which  would  be  1746.  The  regnal 
date  on  the  edge  of  the  crown  (1746  only)  and  the  halfcrowns  for  both  years  is  always 
decimo  nono  (19)  which  would  have  ended  in  June  1746.  It  would  seem  that  many 
coins  from  the  1746  dies  must  have  been  struck  during  1747,  as  out  of  a  large  mintage 
for  that  year  only  “Rose”  shillings  bear  this  date  (see  Appendix  II).  Snelling  (p.  54) 
gives  the  Mint  figures  for  silver  coined  as  follows :

He  appears,  however,  to  have  compiled  his  figures  for  each  twelve  months  ending 
31st  December,  the  end  of  the  New  Style  Calendar  adopted  in  1752.  Ruding  (Vol.  I, 
p.  86)  gives  the  mintage  of  silver  under  George  II  as  £304,360  so  that  the  lima 
silver  accounted  for  half  of  that  struck  during  the  whole  reign  (Snelling,  p.  55). 

So,  200  years  after  Snelling  first  mistakenly  connected  Anson’s  name  with  the 
lima  coinage,  the  publication  of  this  Order  of  the  Mint  Master,  together  with  the 
statement  attributed  to  Anthony  Pollet,  Clerk  to  the  Comptroller  that  the  Prince 
Frederick  and  Duke  silver  was  used  for  it,  seems,  then,  to  clinch  the  matter,  at  least 
until  such  time  as  contemporary  documentary  evidence  is  forthcoming  as  to  whether 
any  of  Admiral  Anson’s  booty  was  also  used.  i 

There  remains  the  question,  “Why  lima?”  We  have  seen  that  this  provenance 
mark  was  requested  by  the  Bank,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover  the  facts  which 
lead  up  to  it.  On  my  enquiring,  the  Bank  of  England  very  kindly  informed  me  that 
their  records  for  1745  “are  not  very  extensive”  and  that  a  search  had  not  revealed 
anything  on  the  subject  of  the  lima  coinage. 

However,  we  do  have  a  definite  statement  by  Capt.  Talbot  of  the  Prince  Frederick 
that  he  was  informed  that  the  ships  had  come  from  Callao,  the  port  of  Lima,  in  Peru. 
This  would,  no  doubt,  have  been  substantiated  later  by  the  examination  of  the  bills 
of  lading,  and  indicates  that  the  treasure  was,  in  fact,  Peruvian,  from  Lima,  whereas 
Admiral  Anson’s  was  of  Mexican  origin. 

Capt.  Talbot’s  letter  is  of  such  great  interest  as  being  first  hand  information  of 
the  actual  capture  of  the  treasure,  by  the  British  commander  concerned  in  the  action, 
that  I  am,  therefore,  giving  a  few  extracts  from  it,  together  with  other  items,  from 
the  “Gentleman’s  Magazine”  for  1745,  in  Appendix  I. 
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The  Gentleman’ s  Magazine.  Vol.  XV,  August  1745.  8  pp.  418/9 
‘‘Account  of  taking  the  two  French  S.  Sea  ships. 

Extract  of  a  letter  from  Capt.  James  Talbot,  commander  of  the  Prince  Frederick 
privateer,  dated  at  Kinsale  July  31. 

Dear  Sir, 

We  sailed  from  Cowes  June  2,  in  company  with  the  Duke,  Prince  George  .  .  . 

.  .  .  the  7th  we  saw  a  sail,  I  made  a  signal  for  all  to  chace,  we  had  not  been  long  at  it 
when  the  most  melancholy  accident  that  can  be  represented  happened,  the  ship 
Prince  George,  with  double  reif  top-sails,  no  wind  of  consequence,  overset.  I  run 
immediately  to  her  assistance,  but  was  not  able  to  save  more  than  20  men  out  of 
134  ..  . 

.  .  .  proceeded  on  keeping  a  good  offing  from  the  coast  of  Portugal  .  .  . 

.  .  .  The  20th  I  made  the  Island  of  St.  Mary’s,  one  of  the  western  islands.  I  stood 
away  to  the  westward  to  cruize  between  the  said  islands  and  the  great  bank  of  New¬ 
foundland  ... 

. .  .  until  July  10  between  5  and  6  in  the  morning  saw  three  sail  bearing  west,  the  wind 
in  S.S.E.  and  smooth  water.  We  bore  down  on  them,  they  making  little  account  of 
us  kept  their  wind.  A  little  past  seven  I  fired  a  gun  at  them,  when  up  went  their  white 
rag  and  formed  a  line.  The  Duke  being  a  little  too  hasty  went  to  windward  and  fired 
away,  I  hove  to  leeward  of  the  next  to  me  within  pistol  shot,  in  that  manner  we 
entertained  each  other  three  hours.  Their  captain  being  for  blowing  the  ship  up  was 
mortally  wounded,  she  struck  .  .  . 

.  .  .  Whilst  I  had  to  do  with  this  ship  the  largest  of  all  got  on  my  off  bow,  put  me 
between  two  fires  and  having  taken  one  (I)  lost  no  time  but  went  and  returned  the 
largest  his  visite,  at  the  same  time  the  smallest  crouded  away.  I  gave  orders  to  the 
Duke  to  chace  her,  whilst  I  would  render  an  account  of  the  second ;  accordingly  he 
did.  I  thought  I  should  not  have  had  much  to  do  as  the  one  I  was  engaged  with  was 
left  alone.  I  found  my  mistake  for  they  kept  me  near  3  hours  at  warm  work  and  their 
captain  being  mortally  wounded  she  struck. 

The  captain  of  the  Duke  seeing  night  coming  on  and  looking  dirty  and  that  I 
should  be  puzzled  to  take  care  of  two  ships  so  disabled,  he  quitted  the  chace  or  we 
should  have  had  the  third;  when  my  boat  returned  from  on  board  the  last  ship  I 
took,  I  was  agreeably  surprized  to  find  the  first  officer  prisoner  that  came  on  board 
tell  me  they  came  from  Callao  in  Peru,  until  then  I  took  them  to  be  Martinico  ships. 
The  first  I  took,  which  I  ordered  the  Duke  when  he  came  back  to  take  possession  of, 
is  called  the  Marquis  d'Antin ,  450  tons,  24  guns,  Capt.  Magon  Serpere,  the  other 
the  El  Lewis  Herasme ,  500  tons,  28  guns,  Capt.  Pedro  Lavigne  Luenell,  the  one  that 
got  away  was  called  Nostre  Dame  de  Liter ance,  300  tons,  18  guns,  Capt.  Pedro  Litan; 
these  two  we  have  taken  have  in  gold  and  plate  about  three  million  of  dollars,  besides 
a  loading  of  cocoa,  they  would  have  been  much  richer  had  their  goods  sold,  but  they 
left  two  thirds  unsold;  they  will  turn  out  between  7  and  800,000  £  sterling,  no  bad 
beginning,  had  it  not  been  for  that  misfortune  of  the  Prince  George  oversetting,  we 
should  have  made  a  most  delightful  campain  of  it,  as  it  is,  it  is  tolerably  well,  only 
for  the  loss  of  the  poor  people  .  .  . 

.  .  .  we  have  been  obliged  to  tow  them  ever  since  .  .  . 

.  .  .  we  arrived  here  yesterday  at  five  in  the  afternoon. 

The  Prince  Frederick  had  18  guns  12  pounders,  6  9  pounders,  4  4  pounders, 
244  men.  One  Lieut,  and  five  men  killed,  25  wounded. 

The  Duke  had  20  guns  9  pounders,  150  men,  7  men  killed  and  8  wounded. 
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The  Lewis  Erasmus  had  28  guns  9  pounders,  66  men,  the  Captain  and  one  man 
killed  and  four  wounded. 

The  M.  d’Antin  had  24  guns  9  &  6  pounders,  68  men,  the  Captain,  6  officers  and 
men  killed  and  8  wounded.

“Extract  of  a  letter  from  a  lieutenant  on  board  the  Prince  Frederick  privateer,  dated 
Kinsale,  Aug.  6. 

Sir, 

The  12th  July,  (which  is  now  the  toast  here)  we  took  two  rich  ships,  the  Marquis 
d’Antin  and  the  Lewis  Erasmus.  As  we  shot  their  masts  away,  we  were  obliged  to  tow 
them  for  three  weeks,  till  we  got  here,  in  which  we  had  the  good  fortune  never  to  be 
disturned  by  Jack  Spaniard  or  Frenchman.  These  ships  went  out  four  years  ago  to 
Peru  and  Chili  and  had  on  board  (as  by  their  bills  of  lading,  now  come  to  hand)  one 
million  sterling  in  gold  and  silver  coin,  besides  800  tons  of  cocoa,  and  we  are  every 
day  discovering  more  treasure  Jthat  has  been  concealed.  There  were  a  vast  number  of 
persons  of  great  distinction  of  France,  Spain,  Peru  etc.  We  have  a  marquis  of  France, 
a  governor  of  Peru,  friars  in  abundance,  one  of  whom  threw  a  gold  chalice  into  the  sea 
of  great  value  that  it  should  not  come  into  our  hands. 

We  treated  our  prisoners  ...  as  friends,  not  as  common  enemies  .  .  . 

We  are  now  overhauling  our  prizes  and  moving  the  cocoa  into  other  ships  and 
are  every  now  and  then  finding  wedges  of  gold;  besides  this  day  the  Spanish  gentle¬ 
men  (finding  we  would  not  ransom  the  ships  as  they  wanted)  have  discovered  a  vast 
treasure  hid  in  the  sides  of  the  ships,  for  which  we  are  to  give  them  a  large  praemium. 
I  compute  my  share,  as  near  as  we  can  guess  will  come  about  3500  £. 

Your  assured  friend, 

J.  S.”

The  proprietors  of  the  Prince  Frederick  and  Duke  privateers  waited  on  the  King 
and  offered  700,000  £  (their  share  of  the  prizes)  to  be  immediately  employ’d  for 
his  majesty’s  service,  which  was  accepted  and  the  money  is  to  be  repaid  by 
Parliament.” 


This,  then,  seems  to  be  the  fully  documented  correct  answer  to  the  question  as 
to  the  reason  for  the  choice  of  the  provenance  mark  lima.

Preserving  Coins  (1).  One  sometimes  reads  of  lintseed  oil  recommended  for  preserving 
copper  and  bronze  coins.  I  find  it  sometimes  produces  dark  stains  on  brilliant  coins;  it  also  has 
same  effect  on  cupro-nickel  coins.  I  do  not  like  it  and  would  warn  readers  against  its  use. 

I  have  seen  no  adverse  effects  of  vaseline  on  base  metal  coins  over  many  years.  Vaseline  is 
a  bit  messy. 

I  find  that  wrapping  coins  in  paper  and  storing  in  as  dry  a  place  as  possible  is  effective  in 
preventing  deterioration. — Dr.  T.  S.  Agnezv. 

Preserving  Coins  (2).  With  regard  to  the  transparent  coin  envelopes  now  in  fairly  general 
use,  these  appear  to  be  made  of  P.V.C.  (polyvinyl  chloride,  with  or  without  polyvinylidene 
chloride).  This  material,  especially  the  last,  is  well-known  to  decompose  when  hot,  and  to  give 
off  hydrochloric  acid  slowly.  But  it  appears  as  if  under  enclosed  condition  when  constantly 
warm  (say  90°  to  100°  F.)  it  also  gives  off  traces  of  chlorine  gas,  which  combined  with  hydro¬ 
chloric  acid,  will  attack  and  discolour  almost  any  metal,  including  gold  and  platinum,  which  I 
have  observed  to  happen.  Sunlight  may  assist  this  process.  I  wonder  if  any  other  readers  have 
noticed  this.  To  anyone  with  a  good  sense  of  smell  there  is  an  odd  odour  often  inside  these 
envelopes  after  being  kept  shut  up. — Lancashire  Observer.

Royal  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  held  on  20th 
January,  with  Mr.  D.  F.  Allen,  President,  in  the  Chair, 
Mr.  Richard  Reece  read  a  paper  on  “Roman  coin  finds: 
heir  contribution  to  archaeology  and  history”.  Roman 
coin-finds  were  discussed  as  hoards  and  individual 
finds  since  the  two  categories  need  different  treatment. 

Several  diagrams  were  shown  to  describe  two  particu¬ 
lar  types  of  analysis  of  a  sample  of  hoards  ot  denarii  up 
to  a.d.  250.  Attention  was  then  given  to  site  finds  and  a 
method  of  comparison  of  these,  one  with  another,  against 
a  background  of  a  geographical  area,  was  explained, 
using  information  assembled  from  sixteen  collections  in 
the  South  of  France.  Finally  the  dangers  and  possibilities 
of  interpreting  coins  from  individual  sites  were  discussed 
using  the  material  from  the  Roman  palace  at  Fishbourne, 
Sussex,  as  an  illustration. 

British  Num.  Soc.  At  the  meeting  on  27th  January, 
Mr.  P.  A.  Rayner  read  a  paper  entitled  “Sources  of 
Silver  Bullion  supplied  to  the  Royal  Mint  during  the 
first  quarter  of  the  18th  century”.  Mr.  Rayner  explained 
that  before  1871,  nothing  had  been  published  by  the 
Mint  about  the  sources  ol  bullion.  However,  the  records 
were  in  the  Mint,  and  were  nearly  complete  from  1698 

t0  The  speaker  first  considered  the  reign  of  William  III. 
Most  of  the  bullion  was  from  miscellaneous  sources,  and 
also  from  old  hammered  coins.  The  provenance  marks  for 
this  reign  were  plumes,  for  Welsh  silver,  roses,  for  silver 
from  the  West  of  England,  and  the  elephant  and  castle, 
for  silver  from  West  Africa.  This  was  only  found  on 
half  crowns,  which  were  extremely  rare.  Mr.  Rayner 
then  went  on  to  the  reign  of  Anne.  He  showed  slides  of 
bullion  records  for  most  of  the  years  of  the  reign,  and 
discussed  these.  The  provenance  marks  for  this  reign 
were  plumes,  roses  and  plumes,  and  VIGO  for  the  Vigo 
prize  silver.  The  roses  and  plumes  were  found  on  silver 
brought  to  the  Mint  by  the  “Company  for  smelting 
down  Lead  with  Pitcoale  and  Seacoale  .  Alost  of  the 
directors  of  this  company  were  Quakers,  and  these 
coins,  first  issued  in  1706  were  consequently  known  as 
“Quaker  Money”.  Unmarked  coins  and  Maundy  Money 
were  struck  from  silver  from  miscellaneous  sources. 
These  sources  were  very  great  in  1708  and  1711.  Most 
of  the  silver  at  the  end  of  the  reign  was  marked  with  the 
roses  and  plumes.  w  ., 

Regarding  the  reign  of  George  I,  Mr.  Rayner  said 
that  the  records  of  the  bullion  were  not  complete.  Some 
of  the  records  may  have  been  destroyed.  The  provenance 
marks  for  the  coins  were  ss.c  for  silver  imported  by  the 
South  Sea  Company,  w.c.c.  for  silver  sent  by  the  Welsh 
Copper  Company,  and  Roses.  Mr.  Rayner  concluded 
by  showing  in  the  form  of  a  graph,  the  proportion  of 
coins  from  the  different  sources  of  bullion.  This  made  it 
clear,  that  in  spite  of  the  large  issues  from  Vigo  and 
ss.c  silver,  the  great  bulk  was  from  silver  from  mis¬ 
cellaneous  sources.
